been resumed. With only brief artil­ 
lery preparation, two blows have been 
struck by the Teuton armies, which 
have been reorganized since disas­ 
trous losses were inflicted on them by

battles, 
in 
March and April. .One attack was 
on the line from Voormezeele to Locre, 
south-west of Ypres; the other on a 
35-mile front from Pinon, north of 
Soi&sons, to Rheims. • This is known 
as the Aisne sector. 
Jn Flanders the Germans have gain­ 
ed virtually nothing, but farther south 
the Berlin official statement claims 
that the German Grown Prince's 
troops have carried the whole ridge 
of the Chemin-dm-Dames and now 
are fighting on the Aisne River. 
The German attack in Flanders is 
against positions taken by the French 
May 20, when they recaptured Bru- 
loose and Locre 
and 
strengthened 
their line on each 
side of Hill 44, 
which they had retaken a few days 
before. 
On the Alane Front 
On the Aisne front the present bat­ 
tle recalls the fearful fighting of last 
summer along the Chemin des Dames, 
where for weeks the German Crown 
Prince hurled his men against the 
French positions only to see them 
crushed and beaten. Last year 75 di­ 
visions were engaged in the German 
attacks along this line alone. 
The attack here is really in the na­ 
ture of a line straightening operation. 
It is being launched from Laon as a 
center and is aimed at the elbow in 
the line formed during the fighting in 
Picardy in March and April. 
Here, 
however, the Germans must face per­ 
manent works which have been occu­ 
pied by the French for long periods 
and 
which can be defended quite 
easily. 
Evidence that the Allied supreme 
command was forewarned of the new 
German attack may be found in the 
fact that British troops are fighting 
there.

London, May 28—The sinking of a 
German submarine by a British sub- 
barine off Cape St. Vincent shows that 
the British have cruising submarines, 
and this us only one incident where a 
submarine has sunk a submarine, says 
Archibald Hurd, in the Daily Tele­ 
graph. The Cape St. Vincent incident 
took place more than 2,000 nautical 
miles from Plymouth. 
“In neutral countries", the naval 
critic continues, “it has been assum­ 
ed that only the Germans could build 
submarines capable of operating far 
opt in the Atlantic. 
Conclusive evi­ 
dence is now supplied that we also 
possess submarines which can cruise 
far afield, remaining at sea many days 
on end without refilling and revictual­ 
ling. 
“It is, indeed, no secret to

Germans that soon after the outbreak 
of the war a great number of large 
submarines were laid down in this 
country. 
It is also

that 
for many months past many of these 
craft has been used in submarine 
hunting.

Huns Reserve Their Worst for 
British Seamen. 


TOO HORRIBLE TO PRUIT 


Sentries ann Guards Encouraged ta 
Punish Summarily—Prisoners Beat­ 
ing on Bart for Roloaae Prom Burn­ 
ing Coll Are Prodded Book With 
Bayonets—“Tho Trot," a Form of 
Torture 
Worse 
Than 
Anything 
Known to inquisition. 


Horrible as are many of the tales 
which have been published of German 
brutality to prisoners of war, there 
are many others still more harrow­ 
ing lf they could only be printed. And 
the worst tales of all could be told of 
the Hun treatment of naval prisoners. 
Fortunately these prisoners are com­ 
paratively few In number, but the 
Riche hatred of their enemies vents I 
Itself, for reason! which probably j 
seem good to them, in greatest meas­ 
ure against the British navy. 
I have been permitted to read some 
letters from English seamen which 
somehow have e*cai>ed the eyes of 
the Gcruiun censors. 
Some of the 
stories one would not dare to quote. 
They ore horrible beyond description, 
says a writer in the New York Her­ 
ald. 
The filthiest of stables or vermin In­ 
fested Cow sheds are good enough for 
the “English swine*' from the sea. 
Guards Laugh a t Men Dis. 
Were It not for the parcels of food I 
cent from England by the Prisoners’ ' 
BUd society they could not possibly 
live, and even the beat of that food 
often never reaches them. 
To com-1 
plain is to risk punishment for in- 1 
subordination. 
Sentries and guards 
are encouraged by their officers to ' 
punish 
summarily, 
without 
any 
charge or sending them up for court- 
martial. which is always a farce any- j 
way. And those sentries, who would 
seem to bo men selected for their lack 
of fi-eling. are never slow in tuklug ad­ 
vantage of op[Hirtunlties that present 
themselves of inflicting the most ilk i 
human tortures on their prisoners. 
Picture a cell catching tire. Picture 
the prisoners beating on the bars for | 
release. And picture the sentry, with I 
sardonic 
laugh, 
“sticking” 
them j 
through the bars with hts bayonet. 
That is what actually happened to two 
men. And their deaths were officially 
reeorded as having been due to as-» 
phyxiathm. 
It recalls a story I recently heard 
in tile American Y. M. C. A. Eagle hut, 
which a wounded Canadian soldier I 
told of a brutal Hun who killed a 
helpless wounded English soldier by I 
sticking his bayonet again and again 
into bls body, laughing and gloating 
over the blood as It dripped from the 
blade. 
The naval prisoners of war are 
forced to work In coal mines, labor for 
which they are totally unfitted. 
Dis­ 
located wrists and broken limbs are 
not Infrequently the result. But what 
do the German slave drivers care I The j 
clans of work, however, to which they ' 
delight in putting the novul prisoners 
is the tnaktng of munitions. Naturally J 
they rebel. 
But it Is no use\ for re­ 
fusal means fur them one of the most 
terrible of punishments, or tort ores— 
“the tree* - -a method of crucifixion 
which recalls the days of the iuquksl- i 
lion. 
Torture of “tho Tree." 
Here is how the punishment of “the 
tree” is described in plain aud simple 
tlanguage la a prisoner’* letter home: 
| 
“A big purty of Chiaus Tmh? Into the 
(camp aud surrounded the men (who 
had refused to work on maut don wink* 
lug) aud sinned pushing and shoving 
them about, fpid digging them with 
their rifles. The officer In charge, w ho 
could speak English, told the men that 
they were only prisoners of war, that 
they would have to put up with whut 
they could get aud do us they were 
ordered. He gave them five minutes 
to get to work or he would order them 
to be idiot. 
“The m en'were literally starving, so 
that nearly all gave In. 
They were 


ground, refusing to make shells to iii! 
their own people. They were not shot, 
but far worse. The officer sent them 
Into the wood and ordered them to be 
tied to trees. Some were tied up, cru­ 
cifix fashion; soma were hung by ono 
leg or one arm ; gome were made to 
stand on stools while their hands were 
tied to trees above theft.heads. Then 
the stools were kicked away from un­ 
der them and they were left hanging 
at the mercy of the mouultoes, and 
the sentries who came amend prod­ 
ding them with their bayonets. 
“After a time the German captain 
came round to view bls glorious work. 
Finding one of our fellows lo a faint 
he raised his bead and punched him 
in the face. Theu be ordered him to 
be cut down, and he fell to a heap on 
the ground. 
Left tying there till be 
came to, they tied him up again. 
“After two boulf of this treatment 
the prisoners w elt marched back to 
comp and put in a taro without either 
food or blankets. 'F o r three days this 
treatment of th e tree' was contin­ 
ued. 
The men war# slowly dying of 
•gung until we saw there was no use 
for them to stick Id It any longer; so 
wa advised them to give lo.**

of Saint Epvre. 
The story of this “unknown soldier’' 
Is unquestionably the story of thous­ 
ands of other French heroes in the ear­ 
ly days of the war before means of 
Identification of the pend had been es­ 
tablished and when regiments were 
hurriedly formed, thrown into action 
and decimated before a soldier knew 
the name of the comrade fighting at 
his side. 
Story of Heroism.
